I T will he of particular Interest to the breeders of thoroughbreds in thli 
Stale, mill lo those poisons everywhere who own and race hones to review 
the situation in Kentucky and to show the progress that has been made 
In the la.-t seventeen years. As the value of stallions and broodmare* de- 
pends on the quality of their produce and the ability of that produce to win 
stakes anil purrfes, a comparison of the present prosperous condition of the 
turf with other days when prices were low and breeders and turfmen every- 
where had cause for complaint will be of vtlae at this time. 

Never In the history of the turf have thoroughbreds been so valuable a* 
they are right now. The beet barometer U the public market end the auc- 
tion sales at Saratoga Inst August showed that, despite the general prostra- 
tion nl' business well tired horse* with Individuality brought the best average 
in many years. The highest price of the season at Saratoga was $21,000 for 
the brother to The l’orter. Several others were sold for more than $10,088 
each anil a number of likely locking colts and ftllles brought from $5,000 
to 87,000 each. The market generally was steady and unspotted, which la t« 
say it was stable. 

The prices were based on the probable earning power of these colt* 
and lillies, and If organizations like the Kentucky Jockey Club did not 
olTer generous slakes and purses, It would mil be possible forr hreoiiti-r- 
market their yearlings advantageously. Neither would It have been possible 
for S. t’. Hildreth to have paid $125,00 for the brother to Man o' War, 
$150,000 for lui-lti'upe, or for Benjamin Block to have paid on a $75,000 valua- 
tion tor the mighty Morvlch, or for a number of other! to have paid the 
large prices given for horses with capacity to hold their owu In contests on 
the turf. 

Fifteen years ago it was no uncommon thing In Kentucky for turfmen 
to run their horses for $400 purses. This year the Kentucky Jbckey Club 
distributed in stakes and purses an average of $12,000 a day to the turfmen ; 
no purse at Churchill Downs or Latoala was under $1,300, and many of them 
reaching $1,400 and $1,500 each. In 1803 the Kentucky Darby waa worth 
$4,850. Since the existence of the Kentucky Jockey Club, which was organ- 
ized three years ago, the Kentucky Derby waa worth In 1818 over $20,000; 
In P.I20 over .$.'10,000, and In 1021 ihe Kentucky Jockey Club added $50,000 
lo the royal stake. All the other stakes on the roster of the Kentucky 
Jockey Club ut la-xlngton, Churchill Downs and Latonla have been propor- 
tionately in< reused.

In the three years of Its exlstsnee the Kentucky Jockey Club has distrib- 
uted to the turfmen $3,479, 665, tn* greeter part of which sum we* paid t* 
citizens of Kentucky who own and'breod race horses.
